With VAMPIRELLA #77, 
things seem at last to be looking 
up. Tcan say this, even though 
"Shadow of the Dragon" was lit- 
tle more than an introduction to 
a Story. I only hope that Bill 
DuBay continues to play it 
straight on this one, and doesn't 
succumb to the temptation to 
get cute. 

The story had its good points 
and bad points. Gonzalo Mayo's 
art was certainly everything I 
could want. His inking style was 
sharp and detailed with a 
three-dimensional quality not 
generally characteristic of his 
work. Pantha's new hairstyle 
will make it easier to tell her 
from VAMPI. But ten pages 
were barely enough to whet the 
appetite. Also, it seemed too 
coincidental to have the Van 
Helsings and VAMPI et al. arrive 
simultaneously and unbe- 
knownst in Hong Kong. Unless, 
that is, it was not really a coinci- 
dence. We'll see. 

Meanwhile, I can be thankful 
that those cliffhanger endings 
have returned. 

The closest story to a dud was 
Nicola Cuti's "Futura House Is 
Not a Home" . . . only because 
the plot's internal logic was vio- 
lated at one point. The whole 
idea hung on the robots not 
knowing they were not human. 
But this didn't apply to the 
robot Mrs. Brand on page 52. 
Otherwise, it was okay. 

But the prize for best script 
goes to Cuti's "The Night the 
Birds Fell." Horror stories with 
no supernatural or science- 
fictional elements are very hard 
to do successfully in comics, 
without descending into pure 
sh(!)ock. But Cuti managed it. 
Here was a story that deserves 
consideration when next year's 
Warren Awards are decided. 

While "Weird Wolf" answered 
affirmatively that there can be a 
well-written story of only three 
pages, the main interest was 
the debut of Jeff Easley. His art 
was like a combination of early 
Rich Corben and the late Basil 
Wolverton. With all that intricate 
detail, it must take him a week 
to finish each panel! Incredible. 
"Night of the Yeti" and "Siren 
of the Seekonk" were fully up to 
the best Warren standards in 
both script and art. It's no fault 
of their creators that they hap- 
pened to be overshadowed by 
the Cuti and Easley pieces. They 
were strong enough in their own 
right to be memorable against 
such competition. .And that's a 
strong compliment! 

Last, but certainly not least, 
there was the best Barbara Leigh 
cover yet. Yeah, I know, I've said 
that before. But you'll still have 
far to go to beat this one.

Over the years — 
27 of them to be 
exact— Mad has 
changed from an adult 
humor comic book to a 
children's humor maga- 
zine, but two seemingly 
inviolate traditions evolv- 
ed. Except for some early 
issues. Mad has never ac- 
cepted paid advertising 
even though its huge cir- 
culation (about 2 million 
copies) would command 
similarly huge rates. Ex- 
cept for paperback books 
and a self-produced post- 
er or two, Mad has stead- 
fastly refused to license 
its name or characters 
for use on products, toys 
or other gimmicks. 

Both traditions have 
now been violated. 

At the annual 
American Toy Fair 
in Mew York re- 
cently, Parker Brothers, 
the "Monopoly" people, 
announced plans for a 
new board game called — 
you guessed it, tradition 
lovers— "The Mad Maga- 
zine Game." Moreover, 
Parker reported, the 
game will be advertised 
on the inside front cover 
of the October issue 
of — need we write 
it? — Mad magazine. 

The game itself seems 
to be a pretty fair transla- 
tion of the magazine. Or, 
as Parker publicltysays, 
the game concentrates 
on "zany fun which pokes 
fun at traditional board 
games." Players move 
counter clockwise on a 
game board studded with 
such Mad regulars as 
Spy Vs. Spy, Alfred E. 
Newman and characters 
from the strips of Don 
Martin, Dave Berg and 
other Mad artists. To win 
the game, the player is 
supposed to lose all his 
"Mad money," The 
game, which should cost 
about S7-S8. even has an 
original color drawing by 
Jack Davis on the box. 

Bill Martin, a Parker 
marketing manager, said 
at the Toy Fair that 
Parker approached Mad 



with the game on a "to- 
tally speculative" basis, 
"They were wildly enthu- 
siastic about it," he add- 
ed, explaining how Park- 
er convinced the maga- 
zine's hierarchy to break 
one of its hallowed tradi- 
tions. 

As for the ad in the 
October issue, 
Martin refused to 
disclose how much — if 
anything — Parker paid 
for the space, but he did 
produce a mock-up ad- 
vertisement and the first 
cut of a television com- 
mercial filmed to pro- 
mote the game. 

Parker, naturally, ex- 
pects to make the Mad 
game what the toy in- 
dustry calls "a game 
board staple," a game 
that sells year after year 
regardless of economic 
conditions, fads in the 
toy market or downturns 
in the number of in- 
terested buyers. Parker 
has a fairly impressive 
record in producing 
staples, too. Besides 
"Monopoly," which has 
been around 40 years 
now, Parker is also the 
company behind such 
standards as "Clue," 
"Risk," "Payday" and 
"Careers." 

The more important 
question, however, 
is whether Mad is 
planning to expand its 
acceptance of advertising 
and increase licensing in 
the future. It might indi- 
cate the company, a sub- 
sidiary of Warner Com- 
munications, is finally 
abandoning those two 
traditions that have 
stood Mad in such good 
stead for the better part 
of three decades. 

Oh well, all good 
things must come to an 
end, especially when 
there's an opportunity to 
make money. 

HELLO ROOK, 
HELLO LEE 

The Rook, Bill Du- 
Bay's character 
which has been 
popping up all over 
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the Warren maga- 
zines lately, gets its 
own magazine this 
summer. Tentative 
publication date for 
Rook *1 is July 31, ac- 
cording to DuBay, who 
says he's also going to be 
the editor. There'll also 
be one of those Warren 
Presents one-shot 
magazines dedicated to 
The Rook, scheduled for 
on sale March 13th. 

All that is nice news, of 
course, but pales by 
comparison to the fact 
that Lee Elias, one of the 
very few truly great 
American comic-book 
artists, will be working 
onsome Rook stories, 
lias, who began his 
long career in the 
early 1940s, got 
his first Rook assign- 
ment last September. 
Elias worked on it until 
early February ("i 
knocked my brains out 
on it," he says) and final- 
ly turned the 26-page 
story into a sympho- 
ny of "washes, char- 
coats and juicy 
blacks." 

As life would have it, 
however, the story 
doesn't seem destined to 
see the light of day in the 
near future. DuBay, who 
says the job is "gor- 
geous," also says big 
boss Jim Warren has 
slapped an arbitrary limit 
on the page length of 
Rook stories. DuBay says 
the Elias job is "so nice, I 
don't want to make it a 
two-parter, so I'll hold it 
for a while." 

Thankfully, however, 
DuBay is apparent- 
ly intent on getting 
an Ellas story into that 
first issue of Rook in Ju- 
ly. "I'll give him a shorter 
story to do, use that in 
the first issue and run the 
2 6-page r when I can," 
DuBay says. 

Mo matter what Elias 
work eventually appears, 
though, look forward to a 
treat. The 59-year-old 
artist's work has been 
hard to find lately ("I'm 
really disgusted with the 
garbage in most comic 



books," he says), but 
he's perfectly suited for 
Warren magazines. He 
has no peer in his 
strategic uses of blacks, 
has an exciting, minimal 
style that should work 
well in black and white 
books and is a master 
storyteller. 

SHORT SHOTS 

A 4-year-old Brook- 
lyn, Mew York boy 
died February 11, 
ten days after he jumped 
out of a seventh-story 
window while allegedly 
trying to imitate Super- 
man. According to police 
accounts, Charles Green 
had seen Superman The 
Movie the week before 
and his mother said 
"he'd been flying around 
the house all week, jump- 
ing off of tables and 
chairs." After Green's 
death at Kings County 
Hospital, his mother said 
the death had nothing to 
do with the movie. The 
child dangled from a win- 
dow ledge by his finger- 
tips for several minutes, 
then plunged to the 
ground. He was rushed to 
a hospital in critical con- 
dition, but never re- 
gained consciousness. 
There's a big lawsuit 
or two brewing be- 
tween some small 
comic-book distributors 
and the major comic- 
book and science-fiction 
magazine publishers. The 
suits, originally filed in a 
Baltimore Federal Court, 
involve Mational/DC, 
Marvel, Warren, Phil 
Seuling and Irjax Distrib- 
utors, among others. It's 
become a mess of claims 
and cross complaints, all 
based on allegation of 
predatory pricing. 
Should be fun to watch, 
gang. 

The ratings of all the 
prime-time televi- 
sion shows based 
on comic -book charac- 
ters have been in the 
dumper throughout most 
of the 1978-1979 
season. Most will be 
gone by the new season.
